HE next great American exposition is to be the 
T Sesqui Centennial at Philadelphia in 1926, to 
celebrate the 150th anniversary of the indepen- 
dence of the United States. It is designed to 
be America’s greatest show, just as the old Centennial 
was in its day. 

The managers are on a still hunt for a big man to 
take the job of directing the great fair. Edward Bok, 
of Ladies’ Home Journal fame, offered the board a 
vift of $250,000 to pay the salary of such a man, 
provided that Secretary Herbert Hoover be chosen 
for the place. The proposal was put up to Hoover 
who declined it after consultation with President Hard- 
in. The President thinks that Hoover is too valuable 
a man for the administration to lose, and he is right. 
It is not at all likely that Hoover could afford to jeo- 
pardize his political future by becoming the director of 
a fair, however successful it might be. The business of 
directing the United States is much more important, 
and Hoover has a good chance of being called to that 
task. 

As only four years remain in which to prepare 
for this notable exposition, it may be expected that 
the quiet city of Philadelphia will begin to* make 
things smoke pretty soon. It is to be hoped that the 
whole nation will get behind the movement and make 
it a stunning success. The growth of the country and 
the progress of science demands a big exposition every 
ten or twelve years, and the time will be ripe for it in 
1921.

(73) 1E strongest thing in the world is life, and 
l health is just successfully applied life force.

We are sick only about one week in each year 
and perfectly well the other fifty-one, a balance of 


and think we mean it. 

Just put another acid test of mathematics to the 
problem. Eighty-five per cent of us are born sound 
and healthy. True, we usually yell bloody murder 
the moment we open our eyes, not because it hurts, 
but because it’s different, and babies are the hide- 
boundest standpatters on earth, except their parents 
and grandparents. Comes the slightest change, yell 
on general principles or life will put one over on you. 

Starting out with this chronic grouch, we make the 
most of such trivial ailments as come our way, 
especially after we have discovered that our loud 
pazoo brings everybody within earshot running, and 
that we can get. almost anything we want if we yell 
hard enough and keep it up. 

But even the best that babies can do in this age 
of rapid reduction of infant mortality and of falling 
off in the demand for short coffins is a paltry two 
or. three good colics a month, much to the disgust 
of the old monthly nurse who gleefully expected as 
many a day and still thinks there is something ab- 
normal about the modern babies because they don’t 
cry enough and don’t need to be ‘‘soothed’’ by sense- 
less jogglings and the aura of a rich fruity or spiritu- 
ous breath. 

These old Sairey Gamp nurses, with their dirt and 
their ignorance and the lies they told the doctor 
about what had happened to the baby in his absence, 
were the cause of a fair third of the slaughter of the 
innocents in the last century. 

No unusual death rate in those days was three 
hundred babies, out of any thousand born, before the 
end of.their first year. Now it has dropped to one 
hundred ‘per thousand born; and in healthy, weli- 
sanitated cities like Portland, Oregon, and Seattle and 
Spokane, Washington, it is down to fifty and ever 
thirty-five. 

Under these circumstances even the serappiest baby 
with only about three good cries a month accepts the 
situation and concludes that this world isn’t such a 
bad place after all, and smiles accordingly. Indeed, 
it is quite a common comment nowadays that babies 
are usually placid, happy little things—if only their 
parents aren’t too fussy and interfering.—Collier‘s 
Weekly. 
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THE DATE LINE PUZZLE 

OME of us/remeitber 4n interesting puzzle that 
S went the rounds some years ago. It. was this: 

Suppose a man should start from New York 

City exactly at Monday noon and travel west 
at such speed that he would keep directly under the 
sun—that is to say, so that at every place he passed 
through the inhabitants would tell him that it was 
Monday noon; When he got to Chicago it would be 
Monday noon; it would still be Monday noon wheu 
he got to San Francisco, and so on. 

Now, if he went on clear around the world at the 
same rate of speed, when he arrived again at New 
York it would be Tuesday noon. 

Somewhere a day was jumped. Somewhere he 
must have passed from Monday noon to Tuesday noon 
jn one second. 

Where was that place? 

Those who informed concerning matters of 
navigation and the mysteries of latitude and longitude, 
of course, know that there is what is called the date 
line running directly north and south through the 
Pacific at exactly 180 east and west of 
Greenwich. But the average school boy did not know 
that and hence was considerably puzzled. 

If you will take your geography and follow the 
180th parallel of longitude you will see that it les 
mostly in the Pacafie Ocean, and about all the land 
it crosses is the tip of Asia, which is opposite Alaska. 

This date line, however, is not strictly adhered to, 
as it bends a little to the east so as to run through 
Behring Straits and not across the land. 

You will note also that the date line divides New 
Zealand from Samoa. 

When it is Monday west of the date line, it is 
Sunday east of it.

No doubt many a man wonders why, if women are 
to vote, hold office and earn money in a million jobs, 
the man should continue to be regarded as the house- 
hold provider. Nor is there the slightest reason in 
the world except one. That one is the children. 

Housekeeping has nothing to do with it, logically. 
Many a married woman now earns more outside of the 
home than the cost of enough service to keep it 
comfortably. But the moment the factor of children 
enters, the problem complicates. And as the law is 
not likely to find, any way of making this factor bear 
equally upon the lives of men and women, we may 
be fairly sure it will never be able to adjust fairly 
the economic problems, of the home. 

They must be left to love and luck and the establish- 
ment of equities by experience in changing condi- 
tions. Perhaps a graduated income tax might help, 
in accordance with which a man paid over nothing to 
a childless wife, but two-thirds of his earnings to 
her upon the birth of the first child, three-fourths on 
the birth of a second child and so om in mathematical 
proportion.

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THE FOREIGN SERVICE 


INCE all diplomacy is based on commerce, the 
S fitness of a foreign envoy for his work might 
naturally seem important. 

It is the custom, however, for every new ad- 
nunistration to reward political service by appoint- 
ment to the foreign service. Ambassadors and min- 
isters have frequently, after intensive work abroad, 
learned their job, only to be dragged home again for 
purely political reasons. 

Consuls have also been chosen from political motives. 
‘The examinations have been perfunctory. All that 
was really’ required was that a consul should be 
capable of stepping up and taking his slice of pie 
from the counter. The results of that have been so 
dangerous that the opinion of business men has forced 
an improvement. But this improvement is not yet a 
law. The old system of political patronage may 
return at any moment. 

No sane man wants the establishment of a bureau- 
eracy, but every sane man should oppose himself to 
the economic waste that results from a long succession 
of amateurs sent to represent him and his interests 
abroad. 

The only remedy is to keep competent envoys in 
the service and pay them enough to live on. That 
applies to secretaries as well as to ambassadors and 
ininisters. Secretaries need some kind of training in 
law and business essentials; it is not wise to select 
them chiefly for their aristocratic qualifications and 
the fact that they have some money of their own,

Holcomb betleves that the lost se- 
cret had to do mainly with the fliler 
and varnish, Not long ago he was tn- 
formed that a careful chemical anal- 
ysis had been made of some of the 
finish on an old violin owned in Bat- 
tle Creek, Mich. a 

This examination disclosed the fact 
that before the varnish was applied 
the wood was filled evidently with the 
yolk of an egg and heeswax, Profit- 
ing by this information, Holcomb 
rubbed these substances {nto the raw 
wood of a new violin before applying 
the varnish. The results were sur- 
prising, the instrument producing a 
tone that Is usualiy associated with 
age.
